education and developmental needs of youngsters whose cognUiye, behav- 
ioral and/or neurological digficits are so Extensive that these students - 
truly require extraordinary educational services and instructional pro- 
visions.

•erices to curriculum and instructional materials that are representative

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. ^ ^ . OVERVIEW OF SEJVERE MULT^JIJANDICAPPING CONDITIONS 

During the .past several years, federal Tegislation'and specific 
judicial mandates have .1 iterally created' a fTood of demands upon state 
"and loo^l education agencies to provide appropri-ate education programs 
for severely InVol ved^mul tihandicapped youngsters. Without question, 
these events have spawned -a reconceptualization of approaches toward 
defining and classifying the^ nat;ure oJ( severe handicapping conditiohs. 
^In essence, for purposes of providing special educatfon services, tnfe 
defini tion-classification-services li>ikage has been instrumental /t^the 
evolution of.curricul um concepts and strategies capable of meaningfully { 
'addressing the diverse education, behavioral and deve'^opmental need^ ^ 
exhibited by severely handicapped students. To appreciate the recent 
and rapid .growthr i^n -the sophistication of curriculun/and instructional . 
materials designed for use with> severely handicapped students,, .a brief 
discussion follows concerning perspectives toward the issues of defini- 
tiori-and classification. ^ , \

A perusal of the literature on definition and classification indl- 

cates that the terms severely handicapped, severely/profoundly handi- 
capped ^nd severely mul tihandicapped are often interchanged by profes- 
s/on^^ls (Justea,/ 1976; Justen & Brown, 1977). While the term mujti- 
handicapped by definition implies the pre'sence of more than one type of 
handicap or disability (that thus promotes the notion of severe or pro- 
found handicap), such a definition has proven td^ be anything but simple 
and straightforward. In fact, since the mid-W60^, the evolution of 

definitions of ti\e term severely handicapped, have passed through at 

i f- 
least three major trends or cycles. The first of these trends attempted 
/. 

to. combine existing categorical disability labels in order to classify 
^a child as mu1tihandi;icapped The second and more rejcent .trend attemp- 
ted to specify marked deficits in children's behavioral characteristics 
■fn' order to define the" term severely }iandi capped. StilTmore recently, 
a so-called *^need-centered" -model has -emerged which attempts to define 
the corltept of severe/profound "handicap by virtue of placing primary 
emphasis on^the specific type of special education services' needed by 



an indivldtjal youngster (e.g., basic skill development/ remedial aca- . 
demic instruction and so forth). What is/nbteworthy'is' that each of 
these%principle trends toward defining and' classifying severe .handicapr 
ping conditions "have been linked to*'the evolutionof speciial services 
and the development . of curriculum problem-solving strategies. 

^Defining the term and concept of severely mul tihandicapped by 
si;nply com'bining existing categorical disability labelj^ was' based ''on 
the premise that placement in a special progratn desiVgned to- serve 

^ chilvJren with a single djsabil ity^ would be inadequate (Wol f 1965) . 

• Th^s, the multiply. handicapped child, was viewed- as qualitatively dif- 
,"Perent from* the- s.tudent with only'a single handicap (e.g. , 'mental re- 
tardation plus hearing impairment as opposed to mental retardation 
only). However, this "categarical"^ approach to defining the'concept/ 
of severely, mul tihandicappetj^, * in which cKlldren's. handicaps Were / 

•identified in dj^ads (e.g., retarded-physical ly hajidi capped bliiid- 
emotiona'Hy disturbed),, presented two major pro^lems^ First, (artifi- 
cial?J additive effectsv'derived H^roiji combining d.i^ab^"'/iity labels re- 
sults in students being "pigeonholed" linto a new singular category 
{e.g., iriul tihandicapped) ' irrespective of the precise natlire o:f their 
individual learning and'developmental problems (Kishi,- Conse- 
quently, with if^espect tb personological charact^eristics , students iden- 
tified as severely mul tihandicapped were often as different from one 
another as t?hey were ff^o.m students who exhibited a single handicapping 
9ondition.' Secondly; teachers were neither formally trained nor ' 
equipped to educate children who exhibited specific senspry impairments 
in addition to mental retardation, physical Impairments and/or emo-

Attempts to remedy shortcomings* in the use of the categorical 
dyad-disability orientation toward definition and\cl^ssi f ication evolved 
during the early.a970s into a second' major trend in defining the term . 
severely handicapped %r mul tihandicapped. Though not ignoring or dis- 
regarding the -^use of traditional catejgorical labels^ this second trend 



or cycle toward definitioh ana.^classification nevertheless placed pri- 
mary emphasis upon the process, of delineating child characteristics 
^relative to an IndlviduaTs behavioral and developmental deficits. 
More precisely, Harihg 1978) identified the following behavicial do"- 
mains and charac^teristics as areas for instructional personnel to note 
^individual children's patterns of performance:

Haring further suggested th«t when taken together, the cumulative ef- 
fects -of the behavioral deficits cited above provide' a 'V^ctical def- 
inition since the concept of severe handicaps is described in terms 
which are critical . to the educational , habil i tational and/or therapeu- 
ttc -treatment specialist. 

Consistent with the emphasis of focusing upon individual. cHild 
characteri'gl^^v^s and behavior to define the term severely handicapped/ 
Abt Associates (1974) devel oped 'the 'fol lowing definition: ^ '

defined as those persons age 21 and under who . are -eifher 
» mentality retarded, emotionally disturbedj' deaf/bl-ind, or 
multiply handicapped and who exhibit two or- more of the fol - 
low.ing 'behaviors with a degree of regularity :

The 'Significance of the HEW definition should be reco6nized on two 

dimensions. First ,^'0 be noted are descriptive terms indicative of the 

severity and extent of the severely handicapped child's behavtoraV defi- 

ciencies. Secondly, it is recognif ed-^and understood that such deficien-^ 

cies and^problems require "...services beyond those which have been 

offered in traditional 'regular and special educational programs..." 



(emphasis add.ed). In short, what in great part facil itates ^the defi- 
nition of the tB^rm severely handicapped is the innovativeness and • 
comprehensiveness of ^the mul tidisci pi inary servi^s (e.g., educational,! 
psychological', social and, medical) which are necessary to prepare a * 
youngstei* for^s/;ndepet>dent' ^ lifestyle as .(possible in our complex, . . 
mui tifacfeted'culture.

^severely handicapped, ciirrently .emerging, focuses on indivjidual child-'''> 
characteristics while simultaneously emphasizing the absolute neces- 
sity of restructuring traditional • modes of del iveriri^ Educational ser- 
vices to severely handicapped students (Brown, ^Branston, Hamre-Nietbpski , 
Johnsorv,J44^'cox and Gfuenewald, 1979) .'-^ This developing need-centered 
orientation toward definitjionrand particularly the classification pf 
severely handicapped students , ^represents a . systemic approach that at- 
tempts to 'capitalize on th^potential of mul tihandicapped , children .to 
acquire adaptive skills throligh structured, learning opportunities in 
the community and at home, as well as in the special "education "cl assroom 
(Brown, Branston, Hamre-Nietupski , Pumpain, Certo & Griienewald, 1979) 

Consistent witf? the "child" need-centered orientation, Sailor and 
Haring (1977) proposed the following definition:

"ia!^?ly» the merging child need-centejred model of classification has the 
potential to facil itate progressive inclusion of low incidence student 
populations within th.e, school system and community- Since categorical 
label^s are not used as a common denofninator to define and classii^y those 
persons whb^are sfe^verely handica'pped, the need-centered mod^l promotes - 
maximum flexibility regarding class placemer)t decisions by maJfing it 
'possible for individual youngsters to move/directly from the area of 
basic skill develophient W-^emedi^l academic in,struction ,at the appro-" 
priate .'time, « • , ' ■ 

Finally, it is strikinglj' apparent t|iat ,for th^ forseeable future, 
a lack bf consensus regarding priority definitional' issues will con^ 
tinue to characterize attempts tDward defiriing the term sevj^ely handi- 
capped. Perhaps this is inevitable since definitions appear to be most 
functional whei^^hey ^re' reflective of a particular set of nee*cls which 
are oriented, for example, ^towarjl special education (,^usten, 1976; 
Sailor & Haring, 1977^; Sontag, Smith & SaNlor, 1977 ), vocational, poten- 
tial (U-S/HEW, 197.3), or basic 1 ife. survival \ (Baker, 1979). Too often 
in the past, the "exclusion" principle has doipinated considerations 
relative to defining the term severely handicapped. The exclusion prin- 
ciple attempts -to imply what a particular disorder is by stating emphat- 
ically what it is not. Fortunate^^/, tfie state-of-the-art concerning the 
nature and educational prognosis of severely mul tihandicappina' condi- 
tions has matured dramatically over the past several years. At thir. 



juncture, it^i^ ^}^^^ that the evolution of definitions and approaches 
to the classification of severely handicapped students will continue to 
,raccount for individual, chil d characteriltics (e^g, , marked behavioral 
deficiencies) and simultaneously pi ace , an increasing emphasis upon- the 
specification of alternative approaches toward delivering educational 
services capable of addressinjg a myriad of students' developmentaj n^eds
